Large Appropriation for Construction 
Work to be Asked for by Second 
Vice-President Whyte— New Lines 

v. Projected and Work to Proceed on 

30 Extension of Branch Lines. 

*Winnipeg.— Thirty million dollars 

has been mentioned at the local of- 

fices of the Canadian Pacific as the 
sum which Second Vice-President 

Whyte will ask from the treasury of 

the company to be expended on wes- 

tern lines during the season of 1909. 

Mr. Whyte will go cast and will spend 

a week in Montreal. He will be ac- 

companied by the chief engineer for 

western lines, J. KE. Schwitzer, who 
for several weeks past has been de- 
voting his entire time to the consider- 
dtion of the work to be done next 
year in connection with the build- 
ing of additional track and the bet- 
terment and maintenance of the ex- 
isting lines. A year ago Mr, Whyte 
requested appropriations to the enor- 
mous amount of forty, million dollars. 
All of the work for which appropria- 
tions were asked at that time will be 
completed by the company eventually 
but it was decided last January to 
proceed more slowly, and the amount 
actually appropriated for the year 

was between twenty and thirty mil- 

lions. As Sir Thomas Shaughnessy 

explained during his trip through the 
west last year, it was the policy of 
the company “to extend its lines in 

Western Canada as rapidly as possible 

but not to go too fast, and to keep 

the position of the company strong. 

Regarding the work which will be 
done in connection with the construc- 
tion of new lines, no announcement 
will be made until the return of Mr. 
Whyte from Montreal, which will be 
towards the end of January. Work 
which has been in progre in tue 
past summer, and which will be con- 
tinued this year, includes the exten- 
sion of the Moose Jaw line running 
to Outlook and on towards Lacombe, 
the line from Sheho te Lanigan, which 
will probably be completed this year; 
the line from Wilkie to Battle River, 
completing the direct line from Win- 
nipeg to Edmonton, the Lethbridge 
and Macleod divis‘on in connection 
therewith, the great Lethbridge 
bridge, the Mowbray extension and 
a number of smaller lines. 

Of the new lines which will be built 
this year one most certain to secure 
the approval of the eastern officials 
of the company is that running west 
from Weyburn, coatinuing the line 
from Stoughton to Weyburn. This 
line will without doubt be eventually 
built through to Lethbridge, as there 
is a long stretch of good farming 
country to be served. This year it is 
expected that from eighty to one hun- 
dred miles of the track will be built 
and service thus afforded by rail to a 
large number of farmers who are _al- 
readv located in that country. The 
building of numerous other branches 
is under discussion.

tional murder trial held in Winnipeg}which opens this year on Feb. 19, 


during the last twenty years, Thomas 
Henry Hicks was in the assize court, 
found not guilty of the murder of: 
Eeeles Lennox, who was killed in 
the C.P.R. sleeping car Shuswap on 
the morning of Nov, 18. For eight 
days the prisoner sat in the dock with 
the mein of an innocent man, and 
the verdict of the jury was received 
with general approval by the large 
crowd in the court house. The ap- 
plause was deafening and Mr. Jus- 
tice Richard stated that, during his 
ten years on the bench, he had not 
seen such disgraceful behavior in a 
eourt room. Only twenty-nine min- 
utes were occupied by the jurors in 
reaching their verdict. 

The trial of Hicks was marked by 
many incidents of a sensational char- 
acter, and the circumstances of the 
case were such as to make it remark- 
able in many ways. At the outset 
the general opinion seemed to be that 
the prisoner was guilty, largely be- 
cause of the evidence given by Walter 
Rogers, who claimed to have been 
an eye-witness of the most brutal 
murder of years, As the trial pro- 
gressed opinion changed, and when 
the evidence was all in there were 
few who looked upon Hicks as a mur- 
derer. One of the sensational  fea- 
tures of the trial was the testimony 
of John Krafcenko, the cell mate of 
Hicks in the jail, whose story of giv- 
ing the fatal revolver to Walter Rog- 
ers was one of the strongest points in 
the defence of the prisoner. For eight 
days witness after witness, to the 
number of more than forty, told their 
stories on the witness stand.. It had 
all been a great strain upon the judge 
and jury, as well as upon counsel 
and court officials. 

Mr. Justice Richard charged strong- 
ly in favor of the prisoner, pointing 
out the very doubtful evidence given 
by a number of the chief witnesses. 
He went over the storv of Rogers and 
warned the jury to be very careful 
about accepting such statements from 
such a man, and hanging a man upon 
the evidence of one person unless it 
should be the most reliable. So many 
of the statements of the witnesses 
seemed ineredible that his lordship 
cast much doubt upon their veracity. 


Warns King of Plot. 

Lisbon.— A great sensation was 
created at a banquet in the royal 
palace given recently by King Man- 
uel, at which Queen Amelia, the Duke 
of Oporto, ministers, state dignitaries, 
and diplomats were present. 

During the dinner agy.eutenant at- 
tached to the general dioushold arose 
and declaring that the king’s youth 
so appealed to his pity that he de- 
sired to warn him of impending des- 
truction, announcing that a great 
conspiracy was being hatched to ac- 
complish the king's downfall.

ENGLISH ROYAL TRAIN. 


Luxurious Furnishings Mark New Car 
Built For King Edward. 


| The three railway corporations con- 
Bie the Kast Coast route between 
London and Scotland have just com- 
pleted a new and luxuriously fitted 
royal train for the exclusive use of 


Their Majesties King Edward VII. 
and Queen Alexandra, and other 
members of the British royal family. 
Hitherto when the royal family have 
traveled over portions of the East 
Coast route the train, built some 
years ago at the London & Northwest- 
ern Co.’s works at Wolverton has been 
utilized; but now the East Coust céom- 
panies are in possession of their own 
special train, 

The King’s saloon is 67 feet in 
length over the body, 9 feet wide and 
12 feet 11 inches high from rail level 
to top of roof. It is constructed of 
teak, with a steel underframe, and is 
carried on two six-whceled bogies. 
Entrance obtained from double 
doors opening inward at each end; 
the mouldings round the panels and 
windows ere of gilt brass and the 
centre of the bottom panels is orna- 
mented with His Majesty’s cipher.

FRENCH CAVE DWELLERS. 


Rows of Dwellings Are Cut Out of the 
Cliffs. 


It is astonishing, but none the less 
true, that more than two million per- 
sons live in caves in France. It is 
not the cave-dwelling of the ancent 
and hoary past, but brought up to 
date with all the modern improve- 
ments to be found in the life of an 
every-day French peasant who lives 
in an ordinary habitation, 

These twentieth century emulators 
of the dead age are seattered all over 
France, but it is in the little town of 
Chateau-de-Loire, by the banks of one 
of France’s most beautiful rivers, in 
the very heart of her most beautiful 
and fruitful land, that the cave dwel- 
ler is to be found in his highest de- 
velopment. It is on the way into 
Paris from the west coast of France

Although none 
of the dwellers is possessed of erent 
wealth, many of them are in essv cir. 
enmstances, boasting a well-filled 
stocling eonfided to the care of the 
thrifty wife, 

The neculia® method of horsine 
adonted bv these people comnels them 
to have their gardens on their roofs 
insteod of stretching in front of their 
dwellings. The householder monnts 
to the ton of his honse by a flicht ef 
stairs dug out of the rock and tills 
the eni] of the gently slonine hill to 
the door of his neighbor’s house above 
him. 

Contrary to one’s natural exnecta- 
tions, the condition of the soil and 
the system of ventilation employed 
by the practical-eminded French pens- 
ants keen these houses extremely cool 
in the srmmer, despite the fact that 
thev are in no wise damn. Tn winter 
they have a mneh milder tempera- 
ture then that of the ordinary honse. 
The inhebitants enioy a wonderful 
degree of good health and the prin- 
cinal dector of the little town told 
the writer with a smile that he almost 
starved to death for want of calls

How to Check a Nosebleed. 

When the nose is bleeding, never 
hold it over a basin or hold the head 
down in any way. This only causes 
further rush of blood to the broken 
tissues in the nose. The head should 
be held up and back, the flow being 
caught in handkerchiefs or cloths. 
One of the most effective and simple 
means of checking a nosebleed is to 
press on the upper lip. Near the un- 
der-surface of the lip runs the artery 
that supplies the interior nasal pas- 
sages where the ruptures occur, If 
this is pressed, the flow of blood is 
mechanically checked, thus allowing 
the blood around the broken tissues 
to congeal and seal up the opening. 
If merely pressing the finger does not 
sueceed, place a wad of paper under 
the lip and fold the lip over it, hold- 
ing it down tight. Again, if this does 
not succeed and a drug store is near, 
get some adrenalin, saturate a piece of 
cotton with it and apply to the inter- 
ior of the nose from where the blood 
flows. P

A DISAPPEARING KNOT. 


Handkerchief Trick That Will Mystify 
Beholders. 

This is a very amusing and decep- 
tive trick, You ask any one for a 
handkerchief and tie the ends firmly 
together in a double knot, allowing 
him to feel it or pull the ends as tight 
as he pleases. You then throw the 
center of the handkerchief over the 
knot and ask the person to hold it 
tight between his finger and thumb.

The method of managing this trick 
is as follows: Take the handkerchief 
and tie the ends in a simple knot, 
keeping one end tight and the other 
end loose. We will call the tight end 
A and the loose one B. Keep A always 
in the right hand and on the stretch 
horizontally, and the handkerehlef will 
look as in the cut. Do this when you 
tie it the second time and draw B 
tight, which will then form a double 
tie round A, but will not hold it firm. 
When you throw the handkerchief

A Chame'eon Caternillar. 

A Melbourne correspondent of the
